tion was 20 hours from Plymouth to 
Belfast and 18 1-2 hours to Manches­ 
ter. The route used is subject to bad 
weather conditions in varying part* 
of the year, but in the first fortnight 
14 flight» scheduled for Manchester 
were all completed, and of the 18 to 
Belfast ten wore completed. 
In the second fortnight fog» consid­ 
erably interferred with the experi­ 
ments and of seven flight» scheduled 
to Manchester only three were effec­ 
tive, while cnly two of the seven to 
Belfast were completed.
